restrained by a member 
of the public. 

Lambert pleaded 
guilty to a charge of rob¬ 
bery and was jailed for 
three years at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Judge Philip Richards 
told him: “This was a 
very serious offence. The 
premises were targeted 
and they contained vul¬ 
nerable persons. 

“You planned the rob¬ 
bery and you had a ham¬ 
mer which people 
believed was a gun.” 

Prosecutor David 
Thomas said that at 
about 4pm on March 12, 
Lambert, wearing a bala¬ 
clava, went into the trav¬ 
el agency and 
approached Emma 
Parkes in the foreign 
exchange section and 
shouted: “Give me the 
money, I want your 
money, put the money in 
the bag.” 

A member of staff 
believed he had a gun 
but it turned out to be a 
hammer. 

As Lambert fled, PC 
Stephen Gunney, who 
was off duty, was walk¬ 
ing past with his chil¬ 
dren. He asked a member 
of the public to look after 
them and gave chase. 

Lambert went into a 
flat in nearby Kingsland 


Crescent and locked the 
door. 

Mr Christopher 
Cooper saw what was 
happening, got his dog 
and when Lambert left, 
confronted him. 

“There was a scuffle 
and Lambert was 
restrained until the 
police arrived. He had 
the money on him.” 

He told the police he 
planned the robbery that 
morning and had the 
hammer to “defend him¬ 
self’. 

Mr Thomas said that 
Ms Parkes was petrified 
and had feared for her 
life. 

Lambert’s counsel, 
Nicholas Gareth Jones, 
said: “He’s at the end of 
his tether because he was 
told his benefits were 
being stopped. 

“To one member of 
the staff, he appeared not 
to know what he was 
doing. 

“Fortunately, no actu¬ 
al violence was used and 
he has specifically asked 
me to apologise.” 

PC Gunney was com¬ 
mended by the judge and 
Mr Cooper of Barry was 
also commended, 

described as “a very 
brave man” and given a 
reward of £250.

IT IS TIME TO REDEFINE 
THE ISLAND’S FUTURE’ 


P LANS for providing 
tourist accommoda¬ 
tion with a static car¬ 
avan site at Nells Point are 
to be welcomed - so long 
as high environmental 
standards are met and 
much greater imagination 
and flair is used for devel¬ 
oping the rest of the site. 

This is a once-in-a-generation 
opportunity to redefine and trans¬ 
form Barry Island as a tourist 
attraction. 

Assuming a budget hotel, cine¬ 
ma and other leisure facilities are 
catered for in the plans for the 
Eairground and Waterfront sites, 
any criteria for developing the 
Nells Point site must aim to: 


• create iconic family visitor 
attractions; 

• extend the range of all-year 
round and wet weather facilities; 

• provide better facilities for 
the water sport users; 

• extend the range of tourist 
accommodation in the area, such 
as a caravan site; 

• include some residential 
development to provide funding 
for community developments. 

New ideas such as a Sea Life 
centre/aquarium, like the one in 
Tynemouth (a resort very similar 
to Barry, on the outskirts of 
Newcastle) need to be developed 
on the site where they do not take 
up much land, yet provide excel¬ 
lent family entertainment. 

As a resident on the Island, I 


visitors, such as coach trips from 
the West Midlands, who arrive on 
a wet or dull day and there is 
nothing for them to do. 

By making the most of the 
Nells Point site, in conjunction 
with the Eairground and 
Waterfront sites, there is a real 
chance to redefine Barry as a 
year-round, all-weather tourist 
destination to boost the economy 
and transform the image of our 
area. 

Sadly, the current proposals are 
selling the Island and local people 
short by aiming low, failing to 
show any enterprise, drive or 
imagination to make the most of 
this fantastic site and opportunity.

Questions over conservation 
area cuts in Llantwit Major 


I F anyone is sur¬ 
prised or dis¬ 
turbed by the 
reduction in size of 
the Llantwit Major 
conservation area, 
they have not heard 
or read of state¬ 
ments by the cur¬ 
rent government 
about house-build¬ 
ing on green belts, 
or in the country¬ 
side generally. 

No-one has said why 
this is desirable or nec¬ 
essary. A few weeks 
ago. The GEM pub¬ 
lished a notice from the 
Vale Council on desig¬ 
nation and variation of 
conservation areas. It 
listed 19 areas. 

In 15, the areas had 
been reduced in size. A 
number were altered to 
provide “logical bound¬ 
aries” - exactly the 
opposite of what has 
been done in Llantwit. 


Only one area - 
Broughton - was 
enlarged. 

The cabinet member 
for planning, Coun Jeff 
James, is quoted as say¬ 
ing: “I am satisfied that 
the issues were given an 
extremely fair, open and 
rigorous assessment 
...there was widespread 
consultation.” 

The Llantwit Major 
Local History Society 
has about 200 members, 
and a committee of 20. 
We were sent one copy 
of the draft document, 
so discussion was very 
limited. 

A ‘surgery’ was held 
here for one day, adver¬ 
tised by a small para¬ 
graph in The GEM. 

If there were other 
notices, I have not spo¬ 
ken to anyone who has 
seen one. 

In a meeting with the 
conservation officer, I 
was told that 13 people 
attended, apart from 


councillors and officers. 

According to the Vale 
Council officers, letters 
regarding the reviews in 
Llantwit Major and 
Boverton were sent to 
all residents. 

I know several resi¬ 
dents who were not 
informed. Widespread 
consultation? 

Thanks to pressure 
from local councillors 
and historians, a meet¬ 
ing was held with Vale 
officers. It was quite 
clear that the Vale 
would not budge. The 
decisions had been 
made. 

Who will benefit 


from this reduction in 
protection for our com¬ 
munities, and who will 
lose? Local people, or 
builders and developers, 
as the planning process 
will be less rigorous? 

Last year, a planning 
application to build on 
the site of the old sort¬ 
ing office was rejected, 
partly on the unsuitabili¬ 
ty of the design in a 
conservation area. 

What happens now? 
Do we wait for the elec¬ 
tion and hope for better? 
A plague on both their 
houses.

Boverton driver (18) 
crashed and caused 
death of close friend 


A DRINK driver who 
caused the death of a close 
friend after losing control 
of his car on a bend has 
been sent to a young 
offender institution for 
three-and-a-half years and 
disqualified from driving 
for five years at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Adam Thorogood (18) of 
Boverton had passed his driving 
test only four weeks before. After 
the crash, he was found to be one- 
and-a-half times over the drink 
driving limit and, said prosecutor 
Michael Jones, he had taken 
cannabis some hours before., 

James Coates, aged 18, an 
apprentice bricklayer, described 
by his mother as being a happy 
person, was ejected from the car 
when it overturned on a left-hand 
bend between Llantwit Major and 
St Athan, and his body was found 
beneath a tree. He died from mul¬ 
tiple injuries. 

Thorogood who had no previ¬ 
ous convictions, admitted causing 
the death of Mr Coates by driving 
carelessly and with excess alco¬ 
hol. 

When he was arrested, he told 
the police he “had taken a 
chance” by driving that night. A 
chance, he said, that went “terri¬ 
bly wrong”.

Judge Stephen Hopkins told 
Thorogood: “Drink drivers maim 
or kill innocent people.” 

Mr Jones said that in the early 
hours of August 22, Thorogood 
went with Mr Coates and two 
other friends, Matthew Bawden 
and Jonathan Luxton, to a 24- 
hour garage to buy cigarettes. 

But five minutes later, he lost 
control of his car which hit a 
verge and trees and turned over. 

A pilot, Gavin Andrews, driv¬ 
ing home from Cardiff Wales 
Airport, despite braking hard, 
struck the car which was on its 
roof. 

Thorogood was repeatedly say¬ 
ing: “What have I done? What 
have I done?” and said he had 
been drinking. Mr Bawden and 
Mr Luxton had to be cut free from 
the vehicle. 

No mechanical defects were 
found in the car. 

Mr Jones said that Thorogood 
confessed to have been drinking 
and to have taken “some weed” 
earlier that day. 

He said he had a vague recol¬ 
lection of the incident but said 
that at one point, his car “went 
nuts”. 

He also said he had not been a 
confident driver at night and 
sometimes forgot to put on his 


lights. 

“This defendant was an inex¬ 
perienced driver who had taken 
excess alcohol and cannabis 
before deciding to drive at night 
to get cigarettes. It was a decision 
which had tragic consequences.” 
said Mr Jones. 

Defence counsel Jeremy 
Jenkins said Thorogood and his 
family approached the case in a 
realistic way and did not have any 
false hopes. 

He said he had lost a close 
friend and his remorse was heart¬ 
felt and genuine. 

His behaviour, said Mr 
Jenkins, was totally uncharacter¬ 
istic and the consequences were 
tragic. 

He said Thorogood had written 
a letter to the court saying that he 
thought about what had happened 
last thing at night and when he 
woke up in the morning. 

“There’s not a day when I don’t 
think about James and his fami¬ 
ly,” he wrote. 

Mr Jenkins said the reason for 
the accident remains a mystery. 

No sentence, he added, could 
cover his loss. 

The judge told Thorogood he 
would have to live for the rest of 
his life with the memory, but it 
was nothing compared to the suf¬ 
fering being experienced by Mr 
Coates’ mother.

PEOPLE who 
arrived at Barry 
Island on Sunday 
planning to spend a 
day on the beach 
were disgusted at 
the sight they were 
confronted by - the 
golden sands were 
carpeted in litter. 

The state of the beach 
was so bad that a number 
of early morning visitors 
helped council workers 
clear up the mess left by 
people from the day 
before. 

Mrs Eve Waggett told 
The GEM: “To say I was 
gobsmacked when I took 
my two young children 
to Barry Island beach on 
Sunday morning would 
be an understatement. 

“We had noticed a 
tremendous amount of 
litter on the pavements as 
we walked from the car 
but the sight that greeted 
us when we arrived at the 
beach was a complete 
disgrace! 

“There was barely a 
square metre of sand that 
was free of litter left from 
the visitors the day 
before. 

“The state of the beach 
was quite unbelieveable 
and was mainly made up 
of empty beer bottles, 
cans and chip wrappers. 

“There was no way 
that my family could 
have enjoyed our morn¬ 
ing on the beach as it 
was, so I joined a dozen 
or so volunteers and 
picked up the rubbish. 

“The two council 
workers assigned to the 
Island that day would 
never have managed 
without this help and 


were very grateful for it.” 

One of the things that 
most shocked Mrs 
Waggett was the irre¬ 
sponsibility of people 
who had discarded items. 

“The hazard of broken 
glass and sharp bottle 
tops was a real worry to 
me as my children 
played. 

“Anyone visiting 
Barry Island to see the 
‘Gavin and Stacey’ set 
would have been sorely 
disappointed and quite 
rightly disgusted. 

“Whoever left the 
beach this way should be 
ashamed of themselves.” 

Elaine Edgerton of 
Rhoose Lifeguards, who 
arrived for a Sunday 
morning training session, 
said that if the litter pick¬ 
ers hadn’t done such a 
thorough job the club 
would have been forced 
to abandon their plans for 
the day. 

“How people can 
leave a beach in this state 
I will never know. 

“The list of rubbish 
left was endless - dis¬ 
carded barbecues, dirty 
nappies, punctured boats, 
chip papers, beer cans, 
not to mention all the 
broken glass from beer 
and wine bottles left 
strewn across the beach! 

“I thought the beach 
was supposed to be a non 
alcohol area. Where are 
the police to enforce it?” 

Elaine had a strong 
message for Saturday’s 
litter louts. 

“I’m sure the people 
who left rubbish would 
be the first to complain if 
the beach wasn’t clean. 


or if their child, animal or 
even they got cut or hurt 
by a sharp can or broken 
bottle that was left. 

“Some people are 
even sick enough to bury 
a broken bottle! Put your 
rubbish in a plastic bag 
and take it off the beach. 
There are plenty of bins 
where you can leave it. 
Have some consideration 
for other beach users.” 
NO ALCOHOL ZONE 

Local police said they 
would be enforcing the 
Island’s ‘no alcohol 
zone’. 

Acting Chief 

Inspector, Louise Davies 
said: “Barry Island is a 
very popular family 
resort and we will not 
allow the actions of an 
irresponsible minority of 
people to spoil this. 

“We are aware that 
there have been some 
problems on the Island 
recently and we are 
working closely with our 
partners in Safer Vale, 
trading standards, licens¬ 
ing and British Transport 
Police to address these. 

“On Saturday, one per¬ 
son was arrested for a 
public order offence, and 
police officers will adopt 
a robust approach to 
policing the area, fully 
enforcing the ‘no alcohol 
zone’ on the Island and 
confiscating any alcohol 
which is being consumed 
in the area and dealing 
swiftly and effectively 
with any anti-social 
behaviour.” 

The operational man¬ 
ager (waste management 
and cleansing) at the Vale 
Council, Clifford Parish, 
said: “The warm and 
sunny weather, together 


with the high number of 
visitors over the weekend 
of April 17-18, did result 
in some operational 
problems in cleaning the 
beach at Whitmore Bay. 
This was made worse by 
considerable heavy litter¬ 
ing of the sand during the 
evening of April 17. 

“Normally we do not 
experience such prob¬ 
lems so early in the pre¬ 
season period and, unfor¬ 
tunately, the sheer 
amount of litter and 
refuse overwhelmed the 
pre-season staff avail¬ 
able.” 

He explained: “The 
current staffing levels at 
Barry Island are consid¬ 
erably lower than the lev¬ 
els employed from the 
start of the bathing sea¬ 
son in May. 

“I can only apologise 
that we were unable to 
address the exceptional 
litter levels before visi¬ 
tors started to arrive on 
Sunday and would 
extend my thanks to 
those civic minded Barry 
Island traders and mem¬ 
bers of the public who 
volunteered to help our 
staff litter-pick the 
beach.” 

He pointed out that 
people had thrown away 
hazardous items such as 
broken glass, sharp 
objects, tops and hot dis¬ 
posable barbecues that 
could cause serious 
injury, and that if people 
acted properly fewer 
public resources would 
be required and it would 
be safer. 

He added: “Littering is 
a crime and anyone 
caught committing it will 
be prosecuted.”

‘THE TIME IS RIGHT 
FOR BUTLINS SITE 
TO BE DEVELOPED’, 

say Island visitors and traders

PEOPLE in Barry 
appear to be enthu¬ 
siastic about the 
prospect of a pro¬ 
posed redevelop¬ 
ment of the former 
Butlins site on the 
Island. 

Last week. The GEM 
reported that the Vale 
cabinet was considering 
new proposals for the site 
- the main ones being a 
static caravan park with a 
leisure club and water- 
sports centre, or possibly 
a budget hotel and family 
pub-restaurant with a 
family park and chil¬ 
dren’s play area. 

On Friday, The GEM 
sought out the opinions 
of visitors to the resort, 
and traders whose liveli¬ 
hoods are dependant on 
the Island. 

Ken Griffiths from 
Cardiff said: “Barry was

area being used again, 
although the people who 
live in the houses nearby 
may have a different 
view.” 

David pointed out 
Butlins holiday camp had 
a capacity of 6,000 peo¬ 
ple and their spending 
stimulated the town’s 
economy - hopefully 
park visitors would do a 
similar thing. 

Another local couple, 
Val and Bob Perkins, said 
it would be good to see 
something happening on 
the former Butlins site, 
and they preferred some¬ 
thing which would 
encourage tourism. 

Val explained: “If it 
brings people in, that 
would be better than 
more houses being built.” 

TRADERS 

Naturally, local traders 
were keen on the site 
being developed, but said 
if the council did give the 
go ahead for a scheme it 
would be a vital vote of 
confidence in the Island’s 
long term future as a vis¬ 
itor and tourist destina¬ 
tion. 

Pat Collins, who runs 
the entertainments on the 
promenade, explained: 
“We have attractions in 
Brean that are 100 per 
cent supported by trailer 
parks, and the business is 
good because there’s a 
constant flow of families. 

“Nowadays, new cara¬ 
vans are luxurious and 
spacious, so people 
shouldn’t think it would 
be down-market in any 
way. Is Tenby down-mar¬ 
ket?” 

Pat wasn’t keen on the 
idea of a budget hotel, 
which he thought would 
attract the wrong sort of 
market. “It is a fact that 
80 per cent of the people 
who stay in budget hotels 
tend to be contractors 
and business people - 
that would leave perhaps 


only 20 per cent of 
uptake by real holiday 
makers.” 

Pat also sounded a 
warning: “This is the last 
chance to sort out Barry 
Island. It has so much 
going for it at the 
moment, particularly 
with the boost from 
Gavin and Stacey. 

“The traders have all 
put in a real investment, 
but feel that if something 
major isn’t done that they 
will face problems in 
years to come.” 

Vernon Studt, whose 
rides have brought new 
life to the Pleasure Park, 
said: “Having a develop¬ 
ment up there has got to 
be better than it just 
remaining as an open 
space. I think a caravan 
park would generate 
more business than a 
hotel.” 

Sue and Paul Chedzoy, 
who own Sea View 
Bakery, and have run 
businesses in Barry for 
more than 20 years, were 
pleased to hear that the 
council was assessing 
proposals for the Butlins 
site. 

Sue liked the idea of 
the caravan park: “I look 
at the Island as rather like 
a cake - every local con¬ 
cern needs a slice - and I 
think visitors attracted by 
a caravan park would 
achieve that. A water- 
sports centre sounds bril¬ 
liant!” 

Paul suggested a split 
location, part taken up 
with a static caravan 
park, with the rest being 
devoted to an affordable 
hotel. 

The GEM would not 
claim this snapshot of 
opinion is an extensive 
poll, but one theme that 
people emphasised loud 
and clear was that a 
prime Island site, unused 
for so long, should be 
developed for the good 
of the local economy.

From Cwrt-y-Gollen in 
the glorious sun and up to 
Sugar Loaf Mountain 


LEADER Barrie 
Mortimer had a 
surprise when 
cabin fever and the 
promise of a much 
needed sunny day 
brought out 17 
walkers, even 
though they were 
warned they would 
be walking from 
the valley bottom to 
the top of Sugar 
Loaf Mountain. 

This stands at 596 
metres and one keen 
walker (who has walked 
with Barrie before) 
came all the way from 
Lampeter.

As they made their way 
further uphill, towering 
above them was their 
intended target. Sugar 
Loaf Mountain, and 
slightly daunted, the 
group stopped for coffee 
just above the cwm.

social justice and equali¬ 
ty underpins our deter¬ 
mination to support our 
Welsh Assembly 
Government universal 
budgets such as conces¬ 
sionary fares.

This means that more 
than a fifth of the popu¬ 
lation in Wales are able 
to travel free of charge 
at any time of the day. 

A recent review 
demonstrated that the 
scheme continues to pro¬ 
vide value for money 
and we will not be con¬ 
sidering any changes to 
eligibility at this time. 

I also said we have a 
responsibility to look at 
all our public spending 
and put in place meas¬ 
ures to save money, 
including improving the 
way we procure services 
in the public sector. 


To give two exam¬ 
ples, we now have an 
Xchange Wales trading 
hub within procurement, 
and a Public Sector 
Broadband Aggregation

These are technical 
solutions that deliver 
greater efficiency, but 
they can also help in a 
wider range of ways to 
drive better collaboration 
and partnership across 
the public sector, and 
benefit the businesses 
we procure services 
from in the public and 
private sectors. 

We know there are 
many examples of good 
practice in how we 
deliver public services 
across Wales - in hous¬ 
ing, social services and 
health and my message 
to public bodies is that 
they need to ‘adopt or 
justify’ these ways of 
working. 

There is a lot of 
groundbreaking work 


already taking place that 
we all need to learn 
from, especially on 
‘joining up’ services 
around the citizen. 

This is particularly 
important in improving 
services such as access 
to occupational therapy 
and disabled facilities 
grants for disabled peo¬ 
ple to enable them to 
remain independent in 
their own homes. This is 
certainly an issue raised 
regularly in my surgeries 
and on the doorstep. 

We also need to learn 
from the new ways in 
which services are being 
provided across health 
and social care, with a 
great example in the 
Gwent Frailty project, 
which is focused on the 
needs of the frail and 
elderly across five local 
authorities in the Gwent 
area. 

There are many exam¬ 
ples of ‘pooled budgets’ 
across the NHS and 
social services in Wales, 
with ‘joint staff appoint¬ 
ments’ making an 
impact. The key point I 
was making last week 
was the need to involve 
the people who use and 
work in our public serv¬ 
ices to understand what 
works best, and learn 
from their skills and 
experiences. 

I certainly learn a 
great deal from my con¬ 
stituents, and those who 
work at the sharp end in

In Wales, there is 
strong enduring support 
for our public services 
and a desire to protect 
them, but also to 
improve them. We need 
to pull together to get 
the solutions right, as we 
face these difficult times 
for the public purse. 

In his recent book III 
fares the land. Professor 
Tony Judt reminds us 
that ‘We take for granted 
the institutions, legisla¬ 
tion, services and rights 
that we have inherited 
from the great age of 
20th Century reform’. 

The NHS is the great¬ 
est testament to those 
reforms and with the sun

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Can you have a 
‘healthy’ divorce? 


DURING a divorce it feels like 
everything is changing: your 
home life, daily routine, and, 
even your sense of identity. 

It’s a time of emotional, financial and 
practical upheaval.You need to make impor¬ 
tant decisions, often when you feel least able 
to.And you may be continuing to work, care 
for children and generally doing your best to 
carry on as normal. 

In this difficult situation, is it 
possible to have a ‘healthy’ 
divorce? Kathryn McTaggart of 
family solicitors Woolley & Co 
suggests it is, by following this 
four point plan: 

1. Revenge...A dish best 
left out of legal proceed¬ 
ings. 

The law is, above all things, 
practical and dispassionate. 

Keep looking at the bigger pic¬ 
ture. If your ex is being com¬ 
pletely unreasonable, resist the 
temptation to stoop to their level. 

Trust your family lawyer to be firm 
where necessary and let them know if you 
feel bullied or powerless so they can 
redress the balance fairly. Don’t underesti¬ 
mate the satisfaction that will come when 
you look back in the knowledge that you 
behaved with restraint and dignity. 
Sometimes the best ‘revenge’ is showing 
someone how far you have moved on. 

2. Keep It civil, for the sake of the 
children. 

Separating couples may agree on very lit¬ 
tle, but they both want the best for their 



children.Accepting that you have an ongoing 
relationship with your child’s other parent 
helps. 

Keep children informed, jointly if possi¬ 
ble, in an age appropriate way and give them 
lots of reassurance. Just because children 
are not physically in the middle of an argu¬ 
ment, it does not mean that they are not 
feeling its effects. They need both of you at 
this time more than ever. 

3. Why can’t they just 
move on? 

Divorcing spouses go 
through different stages, 
including denial, anger, bargain¬ 
ing, depression and acceptance. 
Whilst you may have been 
planning to leave your spouse 
for some time they may not 
I have had time to come to 
terms with what living without 
you will mean.Trust his or her 
I lawyer, together with your ex’s 
family and friends, to move 
things along. Forcing the pace is 
often counterproductive and costly. 

4. Forget the stiff upper lip 
(sometimes). 

Don’t be afraid to ask for support from 
friends, family, your doctor, church, a divorce 
coach or counsellor if you are struggling. 

It is natural to feel angry, out of control, 
disappointed, hurt and resentful but clear 
heads make better decisions. Your family 
lawyer will be experienced in working with 
you whilst you experience these emotions 
but he or she will not be a trained counsel¬ 
lor. Make sure you get the best legal and 
emotional advice you can.

LOCAL Trading 
Standards officers 
are investigating 
complaints by resi¬ 
dents that they 
were misled into 
spending thousands 
of pounds at one- 
day sales events. 

One resident claimed 
she was offered a special 
price of £1 for a china 
dinner set by a company 
only for it to be raised to 
almost £3,000 after¬ 
wards to have it person¬ 
alised. 

She said: “I was 
cold-called on the tele¬ 
phone by a company 
who said they would be 
at a local hotel venue, 
selling for one day only, 
and asked me if Fd like 
to attend. 

“When I attended, 
they were very profes¬ 
sional and persuasive. I 
ended up buying the 
goods and agreeing to 
have them engraved with 
my initials. The compa¬ 


ny said I could still can¬ 
cel within seven days if I 
changed my mind. 

“As soon as I got 
home, I had a bad feel¬ 
ing so decided to cancel 
but the company refused 
saying they’d already 
started to personalise the 
goods, even though it 
was within the seven- 
day cooling off period, 
and I would have to pay 
the full £3,000. 

“Fm not the sort of 
person to be tricked easi¬ 
ly, but the company 
managed to mislead me, 
convincing me to sign 
up to something I didn’t 
want because it seemed 


like such a bargain.” 

Vale principal trading 
officer Simon Wilkinson 
urged people to be very 
careful of sales events 
operating on a ‘here 
today and gone tomor¬ 
row’ basis. 

“If it sounds too good 
to be true, it probably is, 
so don't part with your 
money or sign docu¬ 
ments on the spur of the 
moment,” he said.

TERRITORIAL 
Army medics who 
have served in Iraq 
and Afghanistan, 
marched through 
Barry last Saturday 
when they were 
given the Freedom 
of the Vale. 

The Cardiff-based 203 
Welsh Field Hospital 
(Volunteers) is the only 
Territorial Army medical 
unit in the Principality, 
and its personnel are all 
part-time volunteers. 

Known as ‘The Welsh 
Medics,’ they recruit 
from across Wales, and 
the Vale Council unani¬ 
mously agreed to grant 
them the honour in 
recognition of their 
invaluable work in sav¬ 
ing lives.

Crowds gathered in 
King Square to see Vale 
Mayor, Coun Emlyn 
Williams present a spe¬ 
cial scroll to the unit’s 
Commanding Officer, 
Col Kevin Davies. 

Following the cere¬

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Cemetery Junction 
is one stop that is 
worth getting off at! 


I T seems that 
Ricky Gervais is 
developing 
something of a chip 
on his shoulder. 

The comedian has 
parlayed the success of 
The Ojfice into very real 
celebrity; yet as his pro¬ 
file has increased, it 
seems his comedy has 
lessened, best case in 
point being the run of 
mill The Invention of 
Lying, Gervais’ first star¬ 
ring vehicle, which 
failed to set cinemas 
alight. 

However, Gervais’ 
latest film sees him tak¬ 
ing both the co-writing 
and directing duties with 
Stephen Merchant, the 
co-conspirator of both 
The Office and Extras, 
and changes tack from 
comedy to something a 
bit more dramatic in 
Cemetery Junction. 

The film tells the 
story of three teenagers, 
Freddie (Christian 
Cooke), Bruce (Tom 
Hughes) and Snork (Jack 
DoolanX whose lives 
consist of the general 
drudgery of small towns 
in the 1970s. 

However, when 
Freddie takes a job sell¬ 
ing insurance, under the 
watchful eye of Mr 
Kendrick (Ralph 
Fiennes) and Mike 
Ramsay (Matthew 
Goode), the trio’s friend¬ 
ship is tested as they dis¬ 
cover growing up is 
more painful than they 
thought... 

Seeing in big letters 
‘Written and directed by 
Ricky Gervais and 
Stephen Merchant’ may 
mislead some people 
into expecting either a 
full-on comedy or, for 
those less keen on the 
Gervais brand, a two- 
hour smug-fest of come¬ 
dians he knows. 

Cemetery Junction, 
however, is a film that 
skirts closer to the 
British films of the early 
1960s {Saturday Night, 
Sunday Morning and 
Billy Liar being stylistic 
reference points) than it 
does the work of 
Gervais’ idols such as 
Woody Allen and, cou¬ 
pled with a touch of the 
pair’s typical humour, 
makes for a hugely 
worthwhile viewing 
experience. 

The idea for the film 
has been floating around 
ever since Gervais and 
Merchant wrapped up 
The Office, initially as a 
follow-up sitcom, and it 
is clear that time and 
effort went into the 
script; the characters, by 
and large, are sha^ly 
drawn, and there is a 
real sense of the pair 
showing there is more to 
their writing than come¬ 
dy but never straying too 
far from their roots. 

The film is replete 
with their brand of one- 
liners, the film never 
less than hugely amus¬ 
ing, while one or two 
set-ups are hilarious, 
under-pinned with a 
cringeworthiness not 
seen since the days of 
Wemham Hogg. 


They also nail the 
characters superbly well, 
with the three leads per¬ 
fectly realised, giving 
each their own moment, 
yet capturing beautifully 
the carefree attitude of 
the last days of youth 
before life takes over; it 
is a coming-of-age tale 
that doesn’t wear its 
feelings to overtly. 

Meanwhile, the casual 
racism and sexism of the 
day is etched among the 
supporting characters 
with a lightness of 
touch, the mentality of 
the early 1970s being 
reflected through the 
band of characters. 

The pair’s direction is 
similarly strong, captur¬ 
ing the suburban minuti¬ 
ae to perfection. 

While the pair shy 
away from anything too 
technical within their 
direction, they do offer 
up enough clever touch¬ 
es to give the film a cin¬ 
ematic feel, while main¬ 
taining the intimacy of 
the piece. 

With such well-writ- 
ten characters, it is little 
surprise the cast offer up 
such well-tuned per¬ 
formances. 

Christian Cooke 
shows an easy charisma 
and likeability as the 
ambitious Freddie, des¬ 
perate to better himself 
and escape a life of 
working in factories, 
while Tom Hughes is 
mesmeric as the conflict¬ 
ed Bruce, full of pent up 
rage and anger at both 
his situation and his 
father’s perceived failure 
to keep his family 
together. 

Completing the trio is 
Jack Doolan’s comedic 
turn as Snork; unable to 
speak to women, and 
seemingly incapable of 
surviving in social situa¬ 
tions, he is the comedy 
between Cooke and 
Hughes’ more dramatic 
turns. 

As a trio, their chem¬ 
istry is believable, and 
completely engaging. 

The supporting cast 
are well assembled and 
all offer something; from 
Felicity Jones as 
Freddie’s old school 
sweetheart, now engaged 
to Mike Ramsay (an 
easy going Matthew 
Goode) a man who _

wants nothing more than 
to be like her father, Mr 
Kendrick (a turn from 
Ralph Fiennes that 
removes the bitter after¬ 
taste of Clash of The 
Titans), to Gervais him¬ 
self, who reins in the 
comedy for a turn that 
has more than hint of 
pathos running through 
it, all the support turns 
are a winner. 

Even British comedy 
perennials such as Julia 
Davies, Steve Speirs and 
Anne Reid are afforded 
opportunities to shine, 
but it is Emily Watson 
who comes closest to 
stealing the show, her 
small but expertly deliv¬ 
ered turn as Mrs 
Kendrick, whose lack of 
attention from her hus¬ 
band is a bitter portent 
of what may come to her 
daughter if she doesn’t 
follow her dreams, light¬ 
ing up the film and high¬ 
lighting the strength in 
depth on show. 

The film’s greatest 
skill, however, is its 
timeless quality. Yes, 
there are nods to the 
period in which it is set, 
but the overall themes 
are timeless, and this 
makes Cemetery 
Junction a film that 
stands up on its own. 

VERDICT-Another 
success story for Ricky 
Gervais and Stephen 
Merchant, Cemetery 
Junction makes for a 
hugely watchable film. 

A strong script and 
performances make this 
a coming-of-age tale 
well worth watching, 
and Cemetery Junction a 
stop well worth getting 
off at. 

Highly recommended. 


Girls rescued 
from rocks 
as tide rises 


TWO local girls 
were rescued by the 
Royal National 
Lifeboat 

Institution’s Barry 
Dock Lifeboat last 
Thursday (April 
15). 

The girls were 
trapped on the rocks by 
an incoming tide at 
7.50pm. They were seen 
standing up to their 
knees in water and were 
obviously distressed. 

The Llantwit Major 
and Barry Coastguard 
rescue teams were 
turned out to attend and 
they requested the Barry 
Dock Lifeboat to be 
launched. 

The Barry Dock 
Lifeboat station were 
able to send the all 
weather lifeboat, as well 


as the boarding boat. 

The girls were taken off 
the rocks and then trans¬ 
ferred to the all weather 
lifeboat and brought 
back to the station, 
where they were then 
further assessed by the 
Ambulance Service. 

Both girls were taken 
to the University 
Hospital of Wales for a 
final medical check. 

Gerry Adams, the 
volunteer Barry Dock 
Lifeboat press officer, 
said that the rescue was 
carried out in good 
weather. 

Gerry stated that peo¬ 
ple should make every 
effort to assess the 
weather and tide. He 
said: “Don’t underesti¬ 
mate the sea conditions, 
especially when the 
water remains so cold.”

Castleland set for 
‘massive’ facelift 


A LARGE part of 
the central area of 
Barry is set for a 
massive facelift 
within a 12-year 
neighbourhood 
renewal initiative 
being considered by 
the Vale Council 
cabinet. 

Pollowing on from the 
success of similar major 
projects in Cadoxton and 
the central area of 
Penarth, the council has 
now turned its sights on 
Barry’s Castleland ward. 

There are around 
1,450 properties in the 
‘designated’ area, which 
is mainly bounded by 
Holton Road to the north 
and Dock View Road to 
the south. 

Punding for the pro¬ 
gramme, which covers 
housing, town centre, 
community and environ¬ 
mental improvements, 
will come via council 


capital funds and through 
annual bids to the Welsh 
Assembly, which has 
already agreed renewal 
area monies in the cur¬ 
rent 2010/11 financial 
year of £1.35m. 

Much of the work, 
which will cover com¬ 
prehensive improve¬ 
ments to the interior, 
exterior and surrounds of 
properties, is undertaken 
through group repair 
schemes of up to 20 
houses and flats. 

The cabinet member 
for housing and commu¬ 
nity safety, Coun Paul 
Church said: “This is 
another ambitious, long¬ 
term project which has 
the potential to dramati¬ 
cally improve housing 
conditions, the local 
environment and com¬ 
merce in this neighbour¬ 
hood.

A high proportion of 
the inmates suffer from 
a very wide range of 
mental problems, addic¬ 
tion to drugs and alco¬ 
hol, and learning diffi¬ 
culties. 

In Steve’s opinion, 
what all prisoners 
require is help to resolve 
their problems. He and 


principal Paul Halstead 
introduced the evening 
with a welcome and 
review of the year. 

Cultural historian, 
writer and broadcaster 
Professor Peter Stead, 
then gave a short talk 
about the history of 
Barry, with special refer¬ 
ence to the importance 
that the town has always 
placed upon education. 

Then it was time to 
turn the spotlight on to 
the 40 learners and 13 
staff members who 
received awards at the 
ceremony.

Penarth Computer 
Club take a bite 
out of Ed’s Apple 


THE press is awash 
with news about the 
new iPad from 
Apple. It is the lat¬ 
est offering for per¬ 
sonal computing. It 
is an all-singing and 
all-dancing product 
that is at the cur¬ 
rent cutting edge of 
technology. 

By a strange stroke of 
fate, last week saw the 
passing of one of the 
men credited with start¬ 
ing the ball rolling back 
in the seventies - Ed 
Roberts. 

Never heard of him? 
You will not be alone in 
that. Yet in 1975 he con¬ 
tracted a couple of 
youngsters. Bill Gates 
and Paul Allen, to write 
software for his first per¬ 
sonal computer, the 
Altair. 

The youngsters 
moved on and formed a 
company called Micro- 
Soft (soon to be 
Microsoft). Ed had 
financed computer time 
for the pair to develop 
the software and didn’t 
want to license it for use 
by others. Microsoft dis¬ 
agreed and won the 


resulting arbitration in 
1977. 

Ed was an engineer 
and was getting tired of 
management and already 
thinking of getting out. 
His share of the sale was 
$2 million. The Altair 
was merged into a small 
business computer. 

Ed moved back to the 
countryside and bought 
himself a farm and 
became a gentleman 
farmer. An agreement 
not to compete meant he 
couldn’t start another 
hardware company. Not 
a problem as it turned 
out, as he had dreamt of 
being a doctor. He went 
to medical school in 
1982 (at the age of 41) 
and qualified in 1986. 

In fact, he had origi¬ 
nally set out to be a doc¬ 
tor, but had also had an 
interest in electronics. 

He married while at uni¬ 
versity and when he 
started a family he had 
to drop out. He enlisted 
in the US Air Eorce to 
take advantage of their 
funding for a degree. 

After becoming an 
instructor in the 
Cryptographic school, he 
was given the chance to 
pursue a degree in elec¬ 


trical engineering, which 
he completed in 1968. 

It was his acquain¬ 
tance with hobbyists that 
spurred an interest in 
instrumentation and then 
calculators and subse¬ 
quently computers. 

Now, after an adven¬ 
ture into industry where 
he had been pushing for¬ 
ward the developments 
of personal computers 
and rubbing shoulders 
with the chap who 
would become the 
world’s richest man - he 
had the qualification he 
had started out to get. 

In 1986 he set up a 
practice in Cochrane, 
Georgia. Being a doctor 
in general practice is an 
achievement of which 
many would rightly be 
proud and that would 
justifiably give one a 
great sense of satisfac¬ 
tion. 

To have had an inter¬ 
lude during which you 
pushed the frontiers of 
personal computing to 
change the world - well, 
that’s something else 
again.
